Rold and Ingenlons Burglnry -Nenrvly£500,000

i Booty Obralued,
fhe Ny ) Cuvmapereial of yosterday,

The neighborhood of the Ocean Bank. on
the corner of Fulton and Greenwich streets,
wis the scene of the wildest exeitement frowm
an early hiour this morning, when it wus ascer-
tained that the bank had been robhad. The
intelligence gradually  spread througheut
husiness sircles, as the news sproad, and the
most imwprobable yumors gradually becmume
rife a8 to the amonnt taken and the probable

offects of the loss on  the stability
of the Dbunk Btarting  at 000,000,
the loss wons graduslly increased by

different narvators to over ®2.000,000, The
resull was nlmost u panie, and it was found
necessary to station a policeman at the door
to keep back the erowd, and also to post a
notice on the front of the building stating
that the loss to the bank would not exeeed
F20,000. On visiting the soone onr reporter
found the business of the bank going on as
nenal, with no signs of its being intarrupted,
The facts of this, which is one of the most
ingenions burgluries we have been eallad
upon to regord in o long time, ave as follows,
s0 far as can be ascertained: —The basement
under the bank is cecnpied by Mr. Win, Okall,
a broker, who some two woeks ago rented
office yoom in the rear of his office to a
party who gave the name of Oharles K.
Cole. This portion of the basement is
immediately under the President's room
of the bank, snd through the osil of
this an opening was made, large enough to
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behind the deak usually ocenpiod by this Presi.
dent, On Hatorday night the beok was closed
s usual by the porter, who sleapa in the up-
per portion of the bnilding, and was not
again vikited by any one, exoept by the
thiovens, until six o'clock this morning. In
the interval thus afforded, the President’s
room wes entered through the aperture de.
seribed, and the yault opened. The vault is
deferded by an outer door fastened with a
combination lock, which was unlocked or
sicked, it bLearing no marks of injury.
Ihe keys to the second door hang just
ingide the fimt door, and the thieves
made nge of them. The third door way
pried open by means of a powerfnl serew,
the foroe exerted being sufficient to depress

the floor under the door perceplibly. In
the immer compartment thos  reached
wore two mafes, Dhoth of which  wora

forced open and their contents overhaulad,
One safe contnined the boxes bolonging to the
special depositors, all of which wore opensd
and “‘gone through' in the most thorongh
manner, The amount obipined from
source is not known, but was very lnrge,
and will very likely rench mnearly $500,000,
all of which was taken. One man states that
his box contained coupon bonds, ete,, to the
pmount of ®|LO,000, all of which was taken.
No portion of this loss falls on the bank,
they mot being respounsible  for spoecial
ll!‘lln.-iilH. Ounly abont =20,000, mostly in
cwrrency  and legaltenders bhelonging to
tho bank, together with abont S10,000 in
checks, l:uyui-lu- to . order, which cannot bhe
used, were taken. The thieves overlooked
betwoen SO0, 000 and S100,000 in elearing-
house onrrency and other certifieates, abont
F100,000 in gold eertificatos and other sesu.
rities, which they were apparently afraid conld
not he negotiated. There was in the wvanlt
some =30, 000 in eomn j_:-)llL one ll-l'r; of which
wag Lluken out of the safe bhut lett hehind, evi-
dently on necount of its weight. Mr, Okell
had a box in the safe, with the other special
deposite, which was' opened and ransacked,
but only a small amount was taken from it.}

The burglars left behind a magnificont set
of jimmies, erows, drills;, and other tools, said
to be worth over 1000, besides five hats,
some coats, and overalls, which they evidently
did not expect toneed any more, having made
a sufficiently good hnul, if they succeed in
getting away with their booty.

After the ceremony of shoaking hands had
boen completed, the Secretary, addressing the
officers, =aid:—1 assure von, gentlemen, that it
I# with o feeling of the greatest Interest, as well
as pleasure, that I meat you to-day.

Though hitherto unacquainted with most of
you, I could not have been ignorant of the
names I have just heard without at the snme
time being ignorant of the history of my coun-
try. To have chavge of the service of which
these wre representatives may well fill the men-
sure of any man's pride. Your country nlso is
proud of her navy, and she bhas rosdon to bho 8o
The honor of every country is In the hands of
her representative classesy and in your hands, al
howe and abroad, In the past ns ln the presoust,
the interesis and the honor of your country
have always been safe.

In every domestie trinl inece our history began,
the navy, as a cluss, hias been true to the integ-
rity of the nation; while abroad, as her peculing
repregentatives in the eyes of every poople, her
honor hias been sustained by your abilities, diz-
nified by your character, and Hustrated by yoor
services.
